There has been a great deal of 
change at Mahomet-Seymour High 
School this year. John Wilkinson, 
the new principal, had a new set 
of diciplinary rules for the students 
to go by. There were a few pro- 
tests at first, but the students 
found it easier to except them and 
decided that they weren’t all that 
bad. 

During the second week of 
April, an airborn tornado came 
through the Mahomet area. Asphalt 
was knocked off the roof of Lin- 
coln Trail Grade School. The Bus 
Barn was totally demolished and 
several area homes had extensive 
damage. 

Due to hard economic times the 
Mahomet-Seymour School board 
were faced with the dilemma of 
budget cuts. The total amount of 
cuts totalled to $297,258. 

Major budget cuts approved 
were the closing of the Seymour 
Elementary School at a savings of 
$91,750 and eliminating the Building 
Trades program to save $93,770. 

Other budget cuts included re- 


ducing insurance expenditures and 
the capital and supply items in all 
education categories; cutting ex- 
penses in the athletic program; and 
reducing travel expenditures. 

The stall in the areas of physical 
education, music, industrial arts, 
and journalism were reduced or 
eliminated. 

Mahomet isn’t the only commu- 
nity to deal the economic crunch. 
Communities across the country 
are cutting their budgets. Much of 
these cuts are due to the massive 
cuts taking place in the U.S. Con- 
gress as the concept of Reagan- 
nomics is starting to take place. 
The year of 1981-82 is definitely a 
year of change.
